Some of the UK’s most threat- 
ened and best-loved bird 
species are continuing to de- 
cline, according to results 
from the RSPB’s annual Big 
Garden Birdwatch. 
According to the findings, 
starlings - the second most 
commonly-seen bird - are al- 
soin decline with a16 per cent 
fallin gardens this year. 
Numbers of house spar- 
rows, also on the so-called 


red-list, dropped by 17 per 
cent compared with 2012, 
while bullfinches and dun- 
nocks, both amber-listed, fell 
by 20 per cent and 13 per cent 
respectively. 

More than 8,670 North- 
amptonshire people took 
part in a weekend survey of 
bird-watching at the end of 
January. The cold, harsh con- 
ditions in the wider country- 
sidein Januaryis likely to have 
driven more of these birds in- 
to gardens on their search for 
food.

The other species in the 
top 10 of birds spotted in the 
county were blackbird, wood- 
pigeon, blue tit and goldfinch, 
chaffinch, collared dove, great 
titandrobin.
